For ordinary purposes income 
taxation should ‘not rest upon 
antall earnings, but it is no ordin- 
ary purpose that is now in view. 
The hundreds of millions to be 
exacted in this case are needed 
for. national defense. Almost as 
a-unit the people have demanded 
costly: preparation for war. It is 
propey that almost as a unit they 
foot the bills. 

The income tax levied at the 
close of the Civil war carried an 
exemption on only $600. It was 
paid as a patriotic duty by a 
generation which had met all the
